2. Security violations totaled 5 in July 1970 (DD/S 70-3408) as compared 
with 6 in July 1969. 


3. Mr. Bannerman invited attention to his memorandum of 17 August 
concerning recommendations for Honor and Merit Awards (DD/S 70-3368). 
Skillful preparation of recommendations requires that careful attention be 
given to the details of the individual accomplishment upon which the award 
is to be based. Stereotyped language should be avoided. Mr. Bannerman 
encouraged the use of awards as a form of recognition. 


4. The Office of Management and Budget has proposed that the Agency's 25X%1 
FY-1972 budget be cut ieee Instead of the increase 
we had requested, we would then receive[_____——_less than in FY-1971. ae 


The Agency is preparing to appeal for the amount originally requested, 

but because of heavy pressures for budget reductions, it is doubtful that 

we will obtain the full amount we are seeking. The ultimate reductions 

are likely to bring about some trade offs between Directorates. Expendi- 
tures for Southeast Asia have continued to increase and there is no assurance 
that the Agency reserve will be replenished. 


5. Several of the annual reports on highlights and accomplishments 
of Offices during FY-1970 have now been received. The reports to date 
are extremely good, show a fine effort and a high level of accomplishment. 


6. The Annual Awards Ceremony has been scheduled for 18 September 


at 11:00 a.m. in the headquarters" auditorium. After presenting the 
certificates, the Director will accept questions from the floor. More 
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detailed guidelines will be issued before the ceremony. Mr. Bannerman
